It’s Your Job, Civilian! — 

War brings many a menace to 
the people at home, no less than 
to the fighting forces on the battle- 
front. One of those men- 
aces is fire. 

We must expect efforts 
to destroy American pro- 
ducing facilities through 
sabotage. That happened 
in the last war and it 
will undoubtedly happen 
. again. The torch and 
the bomb are the saboteur’s prin- 
cipal weapons. The civil defense 
organizations which are being 
established in all sections of the 
country should be trained to com- 
bat this danger. The regular police 
and fire forces cannot do it all. 

The chance of air attack is an- 
other definite possibility. The army 
command on the Pacific coast has 
said definitely that enemy planes 
appeared over San Francisco, and 
no one knows when an actual 
bombing attack may be made some- 
where. London and otfer Euro- 
pean cities were saved by the su- 
perb work done by volunteer fire 
fighters, trained and equipped to 
deal with incendiaries. 

The public also must cooperate 
to prevent fires which are not a 
direct result of war. We must keep 
our industries producing without 
cessation. A single great fire, in a 
key factory, could delay the com- 
pletion of needed weapons for 
weeks and perhaps months. Any 
fire destroys materials and supplies 
which are vitally needed. And to 
rebuild after a fire, takes labor 
which should be used for defense 
production. 

The civil population has many 
important jobs in war-time. And 
fire protection is one of the most 
important.

It has been found that 1,000 
pound bomb dropped from 


20,000 feet in clay soil will! 


penetrate from 30 to 40 feet. 
The average from a 100 pound 
bomb is 11 feet penetration: 
500 pound, 15 feet; or for a 
1000 or 2000 pound bomb, 22 
to 25 feet. 

Just think, it would be neces 
sary to go 60 feet in clay type 
soil with a cast iron roof to be 
protected from a 1000 pound 
bomb.

Thousands Swarm Employment Offices 


Volunteering Their Services 
To Build Fortifications 


Thousands of American Federation of Labor workers in 
all parts of the country are rallying to the nation’s call for 
service in the Pacific islands which are now bearing the 
brunt of the Japanese attack. 

Men with steady jobs in defense industries, men too old 
to expect a draft call, heads of families and eager young- 
sters Swarmed employment offices along both the east and 
west coasts anxious for a chance to go to work building 
new fortifications for the gallant soldiers, sailors and 
marines defending Uncle Sam's territorial possessions. 

Inspired by the heroic example of the workers on Guam, 
Wake and Midway islands who picked up whatever 
weapons were at hand when the Japanese attacked and 
helped the U. S. armed forces fight off the invaders, these 
American workers did not hesitate an instant to give up 
safe jobs here to take their chances on the firing line.

HOUSE COMMITTEE REVEALS THAT PRIVATE 
JOB AGENCIES ARE BITTER FOES OF UNIONS 


EVIDENCE PRESENTED SHOWS POINT 
OF VIEW OF THOSE “PREYING ON 
IDLE WORKERS”; TO PUBLISH BOOK 


That private employment agencies and “commissaries” are 
bitter enemies of organized labor is proved by a volume which 
will soon be published by a house labor subcommittee headed 
by Congressman W. F. Norrell (Dem., Ark.). 

It contains testimony taken at hearings on a bill introduced 


by Congressman John H. To-¢ 


lan (Dem., Calif.), chairman 
of the special house committee 
which made a long investiga- 
tion of the plight of migratory 
workers. 

The legislation is backed by all 
branches of organized labor. If it 
is passed, the U. S. department of 


labor would regulate employment 
agencies and labor’ contractors 
and, naturally, the latter are 


strenuously opposing the measure. 


Rail Labor Urges Bill 

Labor recently reported the tes- 
timony given in favor of the bill 
by representatives of the standard 
railroad labor organizations. 


The employment agencies struck 
back with bitter assaults on organ- 
ized labor. 

Said C. R. Strock of Strock’s Em- 
ployment agency, Salt Lake city: 
“Gentlemen of the committee, this 
hill is fostered by labor unions and 
by government officials who are 
assisting unionism to retard 
private employment agency busi- 
ness.” 

Another witness was Sarah J. 
Atwood of New York city, presi- 


dent of the “metropolitan associa- 
Pp | 


tion of employment agents.” She 
told the committee she has fur- 
nished workers to railroads for 
more than 30 years, under “per- 
fectly lovely conditions.” She, like 
Strock, displayed hatred for 
unions 

Cheap Alien Labor 

Some reasons why it has been 
hard to organize maintenance of 
way workers and improve their 
pay and conditions are apparent 
from Miss Atwood’s’ statement 
that 

“For years I have placed and 
hired Mexicans, Indians, Chinese, 
Japs, Africans and immigrants 


from every European country.” 
Miss Atwood’s association of em- 

ployment agencies operates under 

the noble motto of “Organized for 


Protection of Honest Endeavor.” 
Another witness, V. B. Kane of 
the Kane Industrial service, Rye. 
N. Y., specializes in “industrial 
feeding” and boasts this  high- 
sounding slogan: 

“Napoleon once said, ‘An army 
marches on its stomach.’ We have 
fed millions.” 

“T am on the New Haven rail- 
road,” Kane said. “I house and 
feed all their men. My fee is not 
regulated by law. We get a fee of 
$3 for putting a man on the job 
and we charge him $9 a week for 
board. These nen are supposed 
to put in so much steel and so 
many ties for this railroad.” 
Welch Is Sarcastic 

Kane described his treatment of 
the men in such glowing terms 
that Congressman Richard J 
| Welch (Rep Calif.) finally re- 
|} marked: “You fee ou are a pub 
lic benefactor i that it?” and 
| Kane modestly answered “Yes.” 

From long years of he gz help- 
less workers, Kane has developed

a contempt for all labor, which he 
showed by many remarks. 


“During the depression,” he 
said, “men were getting 97 
cents a week. Through me, the 
Salvation Army and other 
charitable institutions, they 
were happy, contented and 
richer than some men who 
were getting $30 a week. 


Astounding Suggestion 

“T have seen riveters driving 
rivets at the bottom of a ship, 
with an $18 silk shirt on,” he de- 
clared, apparently harking back 
to some hoary propaganda used 
against the workers during the 
last world war. 

In short, he took the stand that 
workers are better off without 
money, because they would only 
spend it for silk shirts and whisky. 

“Organized labor is back of this 
bill,” Kane complained. “They want 


|to wipe out employment agencies.” 


“What has that to do with 
Mr. Tolan’s statement that men 
are being carried thousands of 
miles, like cattle, in a manner 
the law would not permit cattle 
to be carried?” demanded Con-

Civilian Defense 


The Alameda County Building 
Trades Council, through its presi- 
dent, Jimmie Quinn, is organizing 
a labor division of civilian defense. 
This local has been selected to 
form labor groups in each fire 
station district and the represent- 
atives are now mailing out letters 
to members who desire to become 
a part of this service. In the near 
future each member will receive a 
letter with instructions how to pro- 
ceed and what to do. It is needless 
to state that only those who can 
be depended upon to follow out 
these instructions will be selected 
to serve. More about this in future 
issues. 


Work has held up real well, for 
this time of the year, with very 
little unemployed at the present 
time. With small home construction 
slowed down on account of pri- 
orities, many of the brothers are 
swinging over to defense work on 
the larger projects. 


Insurance 

With this unemployment coming 
on, our statements in previous is- 
sues are being justified as to what 
will happen when the _ brothers 
apply for unemployment insurance. 
In the case of one contractor who 
had made application for this in- 
surance, it was found that he did 
not make any returns and as a 
result the applicant could not re- 
ceive any payments. Will this hap- 
pen to you, or are you one of the 
boys who asked his employer for 
his unemployment insurance num- 
ber? Many of the brothers are 
working for small firms who have 
been doing small home cgnstruction 
work and with this type of em- 
ployment slowing down there will 
be more and more applications for 
unemployment benefits. You can 
draw as high as $18.00 per week if 
your employer has made these re- 
turns which he has agreed to do, 
Why not be sure and ask him for 


the railroads, are responsible for 
unnecessary burdens on the unem- 
ployment insurance system, Hodges 
explained. He pointed out that “la- 
bor turnover” varies from less than 
1 per cent to more than 36 per cent 
on individual railroads. 

Hodges said that where turnover 
is excessive it is largely because 
“men are recruited for track labor 
while at the same time experienced 
employes who are available in the 
locality are drawing unemployment 
insurance benefits. That meant an 
additional burden on the railroads 
which are footing the bill.” 

Fat Profits For Contractors 

It also means fat profits for Kane 
and other labor contractors and 
commissaries, which, Hodges said, 
are “used by many railroads.” 

He told the committee that, in 
the retirement board’s “first nine 
months of operation,” it received 
12,000 complaints from _ railroad 
workers who had been “over- 
charged, underfed or provided with 
bad sleeping quarters” by labor 
contractors and commissaries. 

“Such agencies simply add to 
labor turnover, and there is no 
need for them,” Hodges de- 
clared, “because the retirement 
board will furnish qualified 
railroad workers for nothing.” 


WAGES LAGGING 
BEHIND PROFITS 


Wages are lagging far behind 
profits, according to the latest re- 
port by the federal reserve board. 
It shows that: 

Since the war began in Septem- 
ber, 1939, workers’ “hourly earn- 
ings” have increased by an average | 
of 14 per cent, but the cost of living 
| has risen 11 per cent, leaving 3 per 
cent as the net wage gain.

FOR AIR RAID AND FIRE PROTECTION 


fighting facilities which shows 
that more than 50 per cent of 
the existing apparatus is fifteen 
years old or older and hope- 
lessly outmoded,” Mr. Richard- 
son declared. 

“We started making studies of 
this grave problem as soon as the 
nazis began their mass raids on 
England. In September, 1940, after 
having obtained from the British 
fire-fighting authorities the latest 
information on new methods of 
civilian air-raid defense, we wrote 
to President Roosevelt and urged 
the appointment of a fire-defense 
committee here to survey American 
needs. The president appointed 
such a committee and it is now 
operating under the office of 
civilian defense.” 


Mr. Richardson, who is servin 
as an advisory member of the OCH 
fire defense committee, declared 
that in addition to shortages of 
equipment there is also a serious 
lack of personnel. 


Shocking shortages of fire-fight- 
ing equipment and other facilities 
with which to protect life and prop- 
erty from air raid bombings exist 
in many American cities now in 
the danger zone, George Richard- 
son, secretary-treasurer of the in- 
ternational association of fire fight- 
ers, charged. 

Mr. Richardson demanded imme- 
diate passage of the May bill, auth- 
orizing expenditure of 100 million 
dollars for civilian defense against 
bombing attacks, as the initial 
move in a vitally necessary pro- 
gram to strengthen air raid protec- 
tion in this country and its pos- 
sessions. 

The May bill, sponsored by the 
chairman of the house military 
affairs committee and _ reported 
favorably by that committee, gives 
the secretary of war power to use 
the funds for purchase of gas 
masks, fire-fighting equipment and 
other supplies and materials for 
the protection of civilians. 


In its report the committee em- 
phasized that such supplies will be 
furnished only to such committees 
as are unable to provide for them- 
selves.
